spirit of the garrison and also to ob- 
tain provisions. 
No verification of 


the report was possible, 
but 
the 


fact that the bandit was reliably re- 
ported to have been only five miles 
from Parral two days ago gave color 
to the story. 


This information served at least 
to act as a considerable Camper on 
the hopes of those who thought that 
the bandit's career might be ended 
by another brilliant dash 
on 
the 
part of the American troopers who 
have pushed south to Satevo. 
Army 


officers here say that a repetition of 
Colonel Dodd's exploit was 
hardly 


likely in view of the great distance 
of the advance corps from the near- 
est supply base unless 
Villa 
was 


within fifty or sixty miles of 
the 


Americans. 
If he has reached Par- 


ral, it is said that the chase must 
settle down into a steady grind with 
the issue to be decided as an endur- 
ance test between the United States 
soldiers and the bandits. 


The repeated disappointments 
of 


the troops of a speedy termination to 
the pursuit has given new life to the 
alarmists on the border. The stories 
of the • missing Carranza troops 
in 


proximity to the, international line, 
which had died away for a period, 
have been revived in all their old 
vigor and with several 
additions 


While there is no 
doubting that 


there are considerable numbers Car- 
ranza soldiers at several points with- 
in 20 miles of the Sonora and Chi- 
huahua, there is no doubt that their 
numbers Have been greatly exagger- 
ated by the alarmists. 


No exact estimates is possible as

from town to town but Americans 
who have passed through northern 
Sonora and Chihuahua in the last 
two weeks are convinced that the 
total is not more than 10.000 and 
possibly less.

scattered 


over a very large district. 
These soldiers are drawn from the 


most ignorant classes of the peons 
and most of them have served in the 
armies of Villa and other factional 
chiefs, changing their allegiance at 
their officer's bidding without know- 
ing very much of the politics of the 
situation. 
Americans, long resident 


in Mexico assert that the loyalty of 
the peon soldiers depends largely on 
the question of how well he is treat- 
ed. It is on this contention appar- 
ently that the majority of the stories 
of the dissatisfaction of the Carran- 
za troops are based. 
It is pointed 


out that the depreciation of the Car- 
ranza currency has reduced the pri- 
vate soldier's pay to an equivalent of 
four cents a day American 
money, 


and that on this slender sum he is 
expected to feed himself. 


Every day brings a fresh 
story 


here that the Carranza army is about 
to revolt, the sole basis being the 
fact that they are undeniably ill-fed 
and clothed and consequently discon- 
tented. Local and military officials 
here frankly recognize the possibili- 
ty of such a revolt and are fully pre- 
pared to meet any emergency that 
may arise. 
One factor which has undoubted- 


ly caused much murmuring among 
the people of Juarez is the decree of 
General Carranza closing the gamb- 
ling and other vicious resorts in the 
town and suppressing the sale of all 
Intoxicants, except beer. Formerly a 
tide of American «*«id flowed 
into 
Juarec from the pockets of tourist* 
and others who patronized the night 
life of the town. Today the town i* 
practically dead and the few Ameri- 
can* who winder across the Interna-

General Pershing's Camp at San 


Guerinomi Ranch by Aeroplane and 
Motor Courier to Columbus, N. M., 
April 8.—A Mexican peon four piece 
orchestra gave an unexpected Sun- 
day night concert in General Per- 
shing's camp last night. 
It was the 


first music to which the American 
forces have been treated since they 
entered Mexico more than two weeks 
ago. 


The orchestra came into camp in 


a wagon, returning from a Sunday 
"felicitation" at a nearby ranch, and 
was halted by eager shouts of the 
soldiers, just as the camo fires were 
lighting about the broad- enclosed 
Mesa which is the camp site. 
There 


was a vaquero driving the 
wagon, 


four musicians and three children in 
the small wagon box, and a bass viol 
as big as an army soup kitchen lash- 
ed on behind the wagon with hemp 
ropes. 
Beside the vaquero 
driver 


sat a woman, her arms filled with a 
heavy bundle, which seemed to hold 
several babies. 
The orchestra, play- 


ed a few selections' for the soldiers, 
including "La Cucuracha," the Villa 
marching song. 


General Pershing called the musi- 


cians over to his camp site, an open 
long fire, a cracker box for a chair, 
and a wind broke made of yellow 
scrub daisies, a mountain flower, 
the only foilage available, 
thick 


enough to shot off the sudden gales 
There was no sign of wind when the 
orchestra ranged in a semi-circle in 
front of the general. The camp fire 
smoke rose almost perpendicularly, 
and sounds carried for great dis- 
tances. 


'Play some of the Mexican nation- 


al airs" said General Pershing. 


The Mexicans played "La 
Goldo- 


rina," and then some Carmen selec- 
tions. 


Wonder was expressed at 
their 


musical talent for they were a rag- 
ged type of peons, dressed in blue 
jeans, all except the Vaquero who 
stood at the head of the line, more 
rageed than all the rest, but display- 
in s: a pair of leater chaps reaching 
nearly to his hips. At General Per- 
shing's, request, one of them 
sang 


"Adelita," a favorite Mexican song 


This concert under the stars, on a 


nearly treeless wilderness, lasted for

across the plains, without lights, over

the first time since the latter opposed 
Mr. Roosevelt in the republican con- 
vention in 1912. 


William Barnes, republican nation- 


al committeeman, many of whose ad- 
herents signed the statement, declar- 
ed there was nothing behind it ex- 
cept a desire to promote the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Root. 
He denied 
em- 


phatically a report that the state- 
ment was a maneuver to help 
the 


candidacy of Colonel Roosevelt. 


It was learned today that the Root 


movement crystalized at a convention 
held her» last Thursday at the Union 
league club. Mr. Root, it was said, 
knew that the statement was to be 
issued and 
offered 
no 
objection. 


Nineteen of those who signed

Root statement are delegates from 
New York state to the national con- 
vention.

severely as Paul was able to go to 
his dressing room in a few minutes. 


The men rested 10 minutes and

A Plea for Girl's Work in Ever} Y. 


W. C. A-, or Does the Investment 
Pay? 


By a Girl's Work Secretary.) 


It is only in comparatively recent 


times that the girl in her teens has 
found a place especially created for 
her within the walls of the Young 
Women's Christian Association. Up 
to a few years ago there was little 
interest or time or money given for 
the girl as she developed from child- 
hood into womanhood. 
There were 


few classes or clubs in the Associa- 
tion building where she could feel 
at home and meet with companions 
of her own age, sharing her own in- 
terests and her own little problem. 
But low, the 
times 
are 
rapidly 


changing, and the girls in the upper 
grades and in the high schools, as 
well as those 
employed 
in 
their 


vears in stores and 
factories, 
are 


finding that 
they have a warm 


friend in the Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association. 


And now this change has 
come 


and the girl in her 
years of rapid 


development has found a hand out- 
stretched to help her along the slip- 
pery path, let us stop and ask our- 
selves this question—"Does the in- 
vestment in time, in money, and 
even in lives pay?" Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation comes the answer, 
"Yes", from those who have made 
the investment. 
Look at it if you 


will from the purely mercenary side 
and see what the Association gains 
from the girls' 
work, or in other 


words, how do the 
younger girls 


help the association as a whole'' 
(1) 
In the first place they are 


live wires; and live wires send 
the 


current far and wide, and 
so our 
girls send the influence of the Asso- 
cl^tion out into the school, the play- 
ground, the church, and the home. 


(2) 
In the second 
place they 


stand ready to assist at any function, 
great or small, held in the Associa- 
tion. 
If it is to be a membership 


banquet or a reception where 
can 


you find better helpers than among 
the younger girls? If something is 
needed in a hurry where can you 
find swifter 
messengers, or better 


office girls in times of emergency? 


(3) If a party grows dull or a 


meeting needs new life just call in 
the younger girls. 
They know how 


to keep things humming. At a sup- 
per recently held in one Association 
for directors and committee workers, 
for club 
members and 
interested 


friends, it was around the table rep- 
resenting the girls' work that the 
fun of the evening largely centered. 
Not a pauee in the program but what 
the girls filled it with a merry song 
or cheer and made the evening ring 
with an enthusiasm which was ir- 
resistible and irrepressible. 


(4) In these days of great move- 


ments publicity holds a high posi- 
tion and usually the 
greater 
the 


publicity the greater 
the 
object 


which it represents. When the girl 
in her teens goes out from the As- 
sociation to join with her city in a 
campaign for the betterment of civic 
conditions, it cannot but reflect glory 
from the organization which awak- 
ens within her the desire to help in 
making the 
community 
a 
better 


place in which to live. For exam- 
ple, the younger girls from an As- 
sociation which I know gave their 
time, and 
their 
enthusiasm, and 


their efforts to the sale of Red Cross 
stamps and netted the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association a goodly sum at the 
close of the campaign.

Having caught the "Associa- 


tion spirit" in girls' work, and grow- 
ing up in the Association 
atmos- 


phere, what better board or commit- 
tee member could you choose than
